Former president Cleveland Among 
the Speakers. 


Ne\» York. Dec. 1. — Former Presi- 


dent Cleveland. Governor Higgins of 
New 
York. 
Major 
McClellan and 


others made addresses at the celebra- 
tion ot the 250th anniversary of the 
landing of Jews !n America 
The 


meeting was held at Carnegie hall- 
President Roosevelt, who was unable 
to attend, sent a significant letter 
which was read to the vast audience 
Vice President Fairbanks telegraphed 
his regrets and an appreciation of the 
Jewish character. 


Said Former President Cleveland: 


"It is time for the unreserved ac- 
knowledgment that the toleration and 
equal opportunity accorded to the 
Jews of the United States have been 
abundantly repaid to us. I know that 
human prejudice, especially that grow- 
ing out of race or religion, is cruelly 
inveterate and lasting. But wherever 
fn the world prejudice against the 
Jews still exists, there can be no place 
for it among the people of the United 
States, unless they are heedless of 
good faith, recreant to the underlying 
principles of their free government 
and insensible to every pledge in- 
volved in our boasted equality or citi- 
zenship " 


President Roosevelt wrote: "I am 


forced to make a rule not to write let- 
ters on the occasion of any celebra- 
tion, no matter how important, simply 
because I can not write one without 
either committing myself to write 
hundreds of others or else running the 
risk of giving offense to worthy per- 
sons. I make an exception in this 
case because the lamentable and terri- 
ble suffering to which so many of the 
Jewish people in other lands have 
been subjected makes me feel it my 
duty as the head of the American peo- 
ple not only to ezp'ess my deep sym- 
pathy for them, as I now do. but at 
the same time to i <nt out what fine 
qualities of citiz*- 
.p have been dis- 


played by the men f Jewish faith and 
race who, haxin? ' 'Hie to this coun- 
try, enjoy the bT1"'"'5 of free institu- 
tions and equal '- ••:nent before the 
law.

A SENSATION AT THE CAPITAL 


ATTACK ON EMPEROR 
AND GRAND 


DUKES IS REPORTED 


Russia Ail But Cut Oil by Strike from 


Outside World-Baltic ol 


Sebastopol. 


St. Petersburg. Dec 1.—The official 


dispatch 
announcing 
the' decisive 


crushing of the great mutiny at Se- 
bastopol and the capture ol all the mu- 
tineers, including the fanatical com- 
mander, 
Lieutenant 
Schmidt, has 


raised a great load from the hearts of 
Count Witte and his associates in the 
government. At a protracted cabinet 
council long and serious consideration 
was given to an even greater problem. 
the general strike of the telegraph and 
postal employes, which has completely 
paralyzed the interior communication 
of the empire and which, if continued, 
will mean nothing else than economic 
and industrial death of Russia. 


The most alarming indication of the 


spread of the dissatisfaction !n the 
army, extending even to regiments 
near the person of the emperor, was 
given in the arrest at Tsarskoe Selo 
of a number of soldiers belonging to 
the Yellow Cuirassiers of the Guard, 
the Hussars of the Guard and the Life 
Guard 
Riflemen 
for presenting 
a 


series of petitions, including one 
against the use of troops for police 
purposes 
The regiments in question 


,are- those •which have been specially 
selected by General.Trepoff to guard 
the emperor and his family. They 
have been counted upon as being loyal 
to the last, ready evea to be torn to 
pieces in defense of his majesty, like 
the Swiss guards of Louis XVI Their 
arrest, however, although not tor open 
sedition, shows how the leaven of dis- 
content is working even within the 
precincts of the imperial park at 
Tsarskoe Selo. The incident gave rise 
to most alarming rumors in St Peters- 
burg, including one to the effect that 
the emperor actually had been at- 
tacked and that a grand duke had 
been wounded while defending him- 
self. 


Fears that the government will soon 


be forced to a paper money basis 
caused somewhat of a run on the 
hanks, depositors hastily withdrawing 
their funds. 
All demands of depos- 


itors were promptly met 
It is esti- 


mated that over 510.000,000 has been 
withdrawn since Monday last. Many 
persons seem to be firmly convinced 
that the government can not much 
longer stand the strain and that eco- 
nomic, political and financial bank- 
ruptcy is imminent. 


Reports Mutiny Crushed. 


General Kaulbars, governor general 


of Odessa, received the following tele- 
gram addressed to him by Vice Ad- 
miral Chouknm at Sebastopol: 


"VTe wished to terminate the affair 


on Nov 28 by surrounding the muti- 
nous division with troops and issuing 
an ultimatum for unconditional sur- 
render. The mutineers, however, com* 
menced to attack on the night of Nov 
27. seizing the torpedo boat Svirepoi 
and throe others t\bicb had drawn 
near the cruder Otchakoff 
All these 


vessels hoK'rd red flags, after which 
the Otchakoff 
flew the signal that

Engineers, It Is Said, See No 


Insurmountable Obstacles. 


TASK LOOKS EASIER TO THEM DAILY 


QuenUoii of Labor the Mont S«riou» 


That Confront* Clilcf Knelnecr Sl«.— 
veim and 
IIlH Men—He IN Brllei «"d 


to Favor Employment of CliIneKV 
Coollen—How lunatic Are Cared For. 


Chief Engineer Stevens does not ap- 


pear to be at nil discouraged by the 
situation on the Panama canal, says a 
special correspondent of the New York 
Herald, writing from Panama. His di- 
rect way of doing things has worked 
wonders in the short time he has been 
in Panama. The employees give him 
the entire credit of greatly improving 
their condition and look up to him as 
their leader and friend. To them Mr. 
Shonts is a chief apart, Stevens the 
hope of their existence. To saddle Mr. 
Stevens with ho much office work would 
seem to be a mistake. The engineers 
in the field regret it perhaps mere than 
he. 


They, too, have the utmost confidence 


in his ability in his principal duty—that 
of pushing the main work of construc- 
tion. This is not neglected by the ac- 
tive chief, who daily is working far 
beyond the government hours and is 
up and down the line whenever he can 
leave the duties of which a chairman 
on the isthmus or a good clerk would 
entirely relieve him. 


As they study the route the engi- 


neers are disposing of difficulties and 
agreeing with Mr. Stevens that there 
is no insurmountable obstacle in the 
way of a transisthmian canal. It looks 
easier to them every day. 
Most of 


them now see only the removal of 222,- 
000,000 tons of rock and dirt. To the 
chief engineer the sole problem is that 
of labor. Neither the Jamaicans nor 
the Martiniques are satisfactory. From 
the amount of work that so far it has 
been possible to get out of either, 
counting days lost through laziness as 
well as sickness, the average cost of 
each black laborer, who is paid 80 cents 
gold, compared with the cost of similar 
labor in the United States, jp .$5 gold 
a'day. When it is considered that 30,- 
000 laborers may be necessary to build 
the canal, to •which must be added the 
cost of a high salaried chairman and 
commission in Washington and of the 
two great administrative establish- 
ments there and on the isthmus and 
the expense of sanitation and the re- 
construction and rebuilding of Panama 
for the Panamans. it will be seen that 
labor in the ditch has got to be reduced 


It isn't, however, the price paid for 


labor, but the quality of it, that enters 
into the calculation.-, of the canal build- 
ers. Doubling the pay of the Jamaican 
or Martinique negro would only make 
him work haif as long each week. 
They are like the Panamans in that 
respect. Formerly the fishermen here 
made about §3 a -week. The price of 
fi«h has doubled. Has the fisherman 
doubled his income? Not a bit of it. 
Three dollars is all he needs to live on, 
and he can see no sense in -working 
more than three days when he makes 
as much as he used to receive when 
he worked six. The same philosophy 
prevails among the negroes of the zone. 
Eighty cents a day is about twice as 
much as they got at home, and there- 
fore three days is long enough to work 
at a time. The result is that no fore- 
man can tell how many of his gang 
will be at work on any one day. It is 
safe to say that not more than half 
of the laborers PO far brought here are 
at work every day. 


While the chief engineer will not talk 


on the subject, it is quite certain he has 
represented to the commission that a 
cbnnge must be made from the labor 
now in use. 
He is believed to be in 


favor of having the canal dug by Chi- 
nese coolies, and it is reported that a 
labor agent at Canton has received an 
order to send- several hundreds of Chi- 
namen to the isthmus. 
The employ- 


ment of Italians. Hungarians and Poles 
in large numbers has been urged, but it 
has been decided they would not stand 
the cljjuate so •well as the Chinamen. 


Nogfoes from the States, it is urged 


by ninny, would do more work with 
less sickness than all the others. It is 
advanced that they built the Missis- 
sippi jetties and do similar work in 
the southern states, where conditions, 
according to iuai:y judges, are worse 
than at Panama. It is said the diffi- 
culty of making a sufficient nusnlKT of 
southern negroes believe this would 
make the effort to engnsrc thorn a waste 
of time. If the Giinamcn do well they 
will replace the \Vo«t Indian nesrroes 
now at work. In the meantime the ne- 
crocs arc leaving almost as fast as 
others ran be brought to the isthmus. 
T<> make them happier the commission 
derided to provide them with wives 
and sweethearts. The first shipload of 
wom<Ti from Martinique arrived re- 
cently and was quickly distributed 
alone the zcrae. The women were wol- 
oomrd by the Aracric.in families, for 
until thfy misrht set np boH'Je'kcrpi 
it -na<; thought they would make excel- 
lent cofVk<; find central swvnnts. They 
<iid not work very lone.

There huve been white men attacked 
by leprosy, and several suspicious cases 
among them are under surveillance. It 
Is estimated that there are more than 
blxty among the natives scaUcred over 
the Isthmus. 


Some of the best and proudest fam- 


ilies on the Isthmus are known to be 
ulllicted with it. There are not many 
such instances, the belter class of Pan- 
amans being remarkably clean skin- 
ned and healthy. The American doc- 
tors dread the day when such cases 
must be dealt with by removal to a 
leper camp. The oi^cr for a close In- 
spection of all natives and a report of 
every case discoA ared has gone out 
from sanitary headquarters. Any guess 
of the number that Vill be found would 
be wild, but it Is estimated by one of 
the inspectors that there are fully sixty. 


Quarters for the unfortunates at Mi- 


raflores a.re necessarily crude and far 
from what they should be. This is in 
a measure offset by the care giveu 
them, which a visit to the camp shows 
is intelligent and humane. The wards 
of the violent patients were unwisely 
built near the station, so close to the 
railroad tracks that their gestures can 
be seen through the bars of their cells 
and their wild cries heard by passen- 
gers, some of whom bait thorn, often 
driving them into fury by their re- 
marks. 


TREES FOR A DEPOT PLAZA. 


Adornment of Ground* Abont Union 


Station In WtiKliinjiton. 


The selection of trees for the new 


union station plaza at Washington is 
being considered with great interest 
by Engineer Commissioner Biddle, by 
Superintendent of Parking Lanhan and 
other Washington officials, and many 
novel features have been, incident to 
the quest, says the Washington Star. 
Because it has been determined to 
make of the plaza a formal entrance 
way to the great station, the engineer 
department has decided that the trees 
to be planted must be symmetrical in 
form and of a kind likely to grow 
evenly. It is also stated as desirable 
that the trees be of a variety which 
keeps its leaves as late as possible in 
the fall. 


Looking to the attainment of these 


several ends the search for a desirable 
species of^tree has narrowed down in 
passing weeks to the red oak and the 
pin oak, both of which have been found 
to meet the requirements as to regular- 
ity of form and size. The final test 
of each is now progressing, the super- 
intendent of parking watching careful- 
ly to see which variety of tree holds 
its foliage the longer. It is stated as 
most likely that the pin oak will be 
the one chosen, but this will not be 
finally determined until the question 
of leaves is settled. 


Probably the longest rows of pin 


oaks in Washington are on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue southeast, east of Elev- 
enth street. West of Eleventh street 
on the same thoroughfare are red oaks. 


In investigating the "habits" of the 


various kinds of trees it has been 
found that the dates of dropping leaves 
in different trees of the same vari- 
ety are not always the same. Some- 
times this is noticed in only one tree 
in a long row being different from its 
fellows. 
After the variety of tree to 


be planted has been selected great care 
will be taken in going over the nursery 
stock, so that uniformity in every fea- 
ture may, as nearly as possible, be se- 
cured- Altogether it is estimated about 
150 trees will be required for planting 
on the union station plaza. 


Aside from the variety of trees to be 


planted, this scheme is expected to go 
into such details as the selection of 
shrubs and flowers and flower beds. 


Anto Engineering School. 


It is announced at Purdue university 


in Indiana that a school of automobile 
engineering, the first of its kind in the 
United States, will be established with- 
in a few months at the local institu- 
tion and receive the support of nearly 
every automobile manufacturer of im- 
portance in the United States, says a 
special dispatch from Lafayette, Ind., 
to the Cincinnati Enquirer. Machines 
will be shipped to Purdue, and the stu- 
dents enrolled in the new course will 
study their parts and test them. A 
laboratory for the exclusive use of the 
automobile department is to be estab- 
lished.

Hotr They Floated AcruHM the Polar 


Bufrln u»d Were Recovered. 


When the Norwegian explorer Nau- 


8011 visited IMilIudolphln in 1807 nud 
described how the Fraiu h;id drifted, 
across the polar ocean, Itenr Admiral 
Melville, U. S. N.. suggested that valu- 
sible data might be secured concerning 
tlie speed aud direction of arctic cur- 
rents by setting alloat specially coii-

structed casks in the Arctic ocean 
north of Bering strait. The Geograph- 
ical society of Philadelphia, of which 
the explorer Henry G. Bryant is presi- 
dent, acted on this suggestion and had 
fifty spindle shaped casks made from 
designs provided by Bear Admiral Mel- 
ville. They were sent north on United 
States revenue cutters and on whaling 
ships and cast overboard att various 
points north of Bering strait Two of 
these casks have since turned up. One 
•was cast off in 1901 near \Vrangel is- 
land, north of Bering strait, and found 
about a year later off the Siberian 
coast. It had evidently not journeyed 
very near the pole. Another, which 
was dropped in the Arctic off the coast 
of Alaska in 1899, was recovered off 
the coast of Iceland on June 7, 1905. It 
is thought this cask must have passed 
very close to the pole. Its journey of 
2,500 miles is held to prove the exist- 
ence of a current across the pol'ar 
basin.
